Strike replacement fire crew unable to free man after car crash

A man injured in a car crash was 
trapped for more than an hour-and- 
a-half when a strike replacement 
fire crew could not cut him free. 

The man, in his 20s, was hurt 
when a BMW crashed at the junc¬ 
tion of Cox Lane and Jubilee Way in 
Chessington on Sunday. 

Paramedics were called at 
12.46pm, but it is unclear how long 


the replacement fire crew, covering 
for firefighters striking over pen¬ 
sion plans, took to arrive. The air 
ambulance was also called. 

Ian Leahair, Fire Brigades Union 
(FBU) executive council member for 
London, said: “It is not something 
that’s new. We believe that the 
arrangements in place are not 
sufficient. 

“These individuals get a very min¬ 
imal amount of time in training. 

“What were they doing for all the 
time they were there? 

“The air ambulance was tied up 


for a considerable amount of time, 
as were paramedics.” 

Firefighters from Surbiton’s green 
watch, who were on strike from 
noon to 2pm, cut the man free with¬ 
in 15 minutes of arriving at 2.15pm. 

Mr Leahair said: “They have a 
duty as a fire authority to put a re¬ 
placement on for us. 

“Firefighters want to see an end to 
this dispute as much as the public 
does.” 

A London Fire Brigade spokesman 
said: “We have a contingency ar¬ 
rangement, which we use when our 


normal level of service is unavail¬ 
able due to FBU strikes. 

“This provides 27 appliances from 
14 deployment bases, as opposed to 
155 appliances from 102 fire stations 
under normal circumstances and is 
not designed to replicate our usual 
capability and response. 

“It is inevitable therefore that the 
brigade’s average attendance time 
will exceed the normal six-minute 
target to get the first fire engine to 
the scene of an incident. 

“Contingency fire crews are 
trained to have a basic fire and 


rescue capability, this includes 
being able to operate a limited range 
of specialist equipment, such as cut¬ 
ting tools to deal with some road 
traffic collisions.” 

London Ambulance said an ambu¬ 
lance, two response cars and a duty 
officer were dispatched to the crash. 

Two patients were taken to St 
George’s Hospital. 

A Kingston police spokesman said 
the driver was taken to hospital with 
a suspected broken leg. The passen¬ 
ger’s injury was not thought to be 
life-threatening or life-changing.

Hospital helpers to double 


The number of volunteers at 
Kingston Hospital will nearly 
double by 2016, bosses have 
said. 

Patients with dementia will 
benefit most as the hospital 
receives a share of a £600,000 
Cabinet Office fund. 

Duncan Burton, director of 
nursing and patient experi¬ 
ence, said: “It means that we 
can grow the scope and im¬ 
pact of our volunteering ser¬ 
vice, and enables us to provide 
additional volunteers where 
the need is greatest. 

“One of these areas is for 


patients with dementia, where 
trained volunteers will en¬ 
hance the service we provide, 
by for example supporting 
calming activities for patients 
such as knitting, music and 
reminiscence therapy.” 

A new service helping 
patients when they are dis¬ 
charged will also be launched, 
he said. 

The hospital already has 
more than 600 volunteers.

But he added: “The point of 
the festival isn’t to make 
money. It’s actually to put 
your hand up and say, ‘I’m 
part of Surbiton’.” 

The week’s events are 
designed to appeal to all age 
groups, with poetry and writ¬ 
ing workshops backed by 
the Regency bookshop, a 


Scalextric grand prix at the 
Holiday Inn and an evening 
of outdoor theatre at 
the Grove in Maple Road. 

There will also be a net¬ 
working event for small busi¬ 
nesses - an informal affair 
where PowerPoint presenta¬ 
tions will be banned. 

Residents can bring home¬ 
grown food to St Andrew’s 
Church to see chefs from 
Kingston foodbank turn it 
into thrifty dishes - and any 
leftovers will be distributed 
by the charity the following 
week. 

Entries for the festival’s 
photo competition, on the 


theme of My Kinda Town, are 
open until Tuesday, August 
26. 

The Surbo will run from 
Saturday, September 20, to 
Saturday, September 27. 

Following last week’s can¬ 
cellation of the Kingston Car¬ 
nival, Kingston police have 
reassured organisers there 
will be plenty of officers 
available for the final festival 
day, which will see market 
stalls, music, dancing and the 
traditional parade through 
the town.

Back In the saddle as heavens open

The heavens opened up on 
thousands of cyclists who 
raced their way through the 
borough for Ride London at 
the weekend. 

Amateur cyclists and 150 
pros, including Sir Bradley 
Wiggins, made their way 
through Kingston town cen¬ 
tre twice for the second Ride 
London event. 

In the Ancient Market 
Place children donned rain¬ 
coats to play in the seaside- 
themed giant sandpit that 
town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst had put up. 

A Punch and Judy show, 
helter skelter slide and a 
game of hook a duck were all 
on offer. 

But Surbiton resident Aine 
Lark, who watched the cy¬ 
cling showcase come through 
Market Place, said: “I 
don’t think dressing the Mar¬ 
ket Place up as a seaside re¬ 
sort added any value to the 
occasion. 

“The day before, it felt 
claustrophobic and on the 
Sunday access was limited 
because of the barriers. 

“The Market Square 
seemed really dead - and it 
was dry at that point. It was 
quite sad to look into it and 
see so few people compared 
to the Olympics. 

“It is possible the weather 
had an impact.” 


Jerry Irving, chief execu¬ 
tive at Kingston Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “Businesses 
are slowly being won over by 
the event. It is quite clear it is 
meant to be like the London 
marathon for cyclists and 
it will continue to grow in 
popularity. 

“It’s good for Kingston as 
we are one of the central 
towns involved. 

“It looked fairly busy in 
terms of spectators so I hope 
that led to some business at 
least for the hospitality busi¬ 
nesses in town. It is here to 
stay so we need to make the 
most of it.” 

Cyclist Kris Cook, 36, from 
Woking who cycled through 
Kingston during the race, 
died after suffering a cardiac 
arrest 46 miles into the route. 

Organisers had also short¬ 
ened the course of the race 
from 100 miles to 86 miles fol¬ 
lowing health and safety con¬ 
cerns brought about by the 
heavy rains. 

Some Kingstonians com¬ 
plained about road closures 
and standstill traffic while 
others admitted it was 
much quicker to get around 
by public transport than ever 
before. 

London Mayor Boris John¬ 
son said: “From all the fami¬ 
lies and kids who’ve hopped 
on to the saddle, to the elite 
athletes and enthusiastic am¬ 
ateurs who’ve battled 
through driving rain, it’s 
been a fantastic advert for cy¬ 
cling and for our city.”

Carnival: ‘PR disaster for council’ 


Backers of Kingston Carnival have 
taken to social networking websites to 
criticise the decision by Kingston Coun¬ 
cil and police to pull the plug on the bor¬ 
ough’s annual multicultural festival. 

Kingston Carnival 2014 was cancelled 
last week amid “security issues” that 
5,000 revellers would turn up to the 
alcohol-free festival headlined 
by ska musician Neville Sta¬ 
ple on September 7. 

Jon Tolley, from Banquet 
Records who booked the 
act, took to social net¬ 
working site Tumblr call¬ 
ing the cancellation a 
“tragedy” and a “PR dis¬ 
aster” for the new Conser¬ 
vative council. 

He said: “It’s not a gig get¬ 
ting cancelled. It’s not that we 
were to use our PA for free and in¬ 
stead spend the entire budget on booking 
an A-grade act such as Neville Staple. 
It’s not that the powers that be were told 
before announcement it would be 
Neville and we were given the green 
light. It’s not that we’ve already paid a 
fee to Neville Staple, which we won’t get 
back. It’s not that Neville has played in 


the borough five times I know of in the 
last five years with no reported trouble. 

“It’s not that this racism-fighting liv¬ 
ing-legend of a man - an OAP who walks 
with a walking stick - is less likely to 
start a riot than Apple opening its doors, 
or Pryzm shutting theirs. It’s not that 
other events which cost as much 
money (IYAF, the Rose), or cause 
as much hassle, while being 
worthwhile events (the cy¬ 
cling, night markets), are 
not subject to such strin¬ 
gent conditions. 

“It’s not that the agent or 
the promoter of the artist 
isn’t asked their projected 
numbers for such an event, 
nor that Neville Staple’s man¬ 
ager found out about it via the 
Surrey Comet. It’s not to do with 
all the other things I can’t put in the 
public domain. The problem is this... 

“It’s the perception that Kingston Car¬ 
nival doesn’t matter to the new Tory 
council. I really don’t think this can be 
the case, but if it’s perceived as being so, 
then it’s equally as bad as being so.”

New country park is 
mooted - but where?

Plans for a new country park are 
soon to be announced by 
Kingston Council, as it looks to 
address a dearth of open spaces 
in the borough. 

Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said he wanted peo¬ 
ple to able to spend more time in 
open spaces closer to home. 

No location has been revealed, 
leading to some concern among 
environmental groups. 

Coun Davis said: “There are a 
lack of parks in Kingston. There 
are not as many open spaces as 
we could have. 

“There is the Fairfield and 
Memorial Gardens, but if we are 
going to build more houses we 


need more open spaces for people 
to have picnics and enjoy the 
weather. 

“If there is going to be new 
homes built we need leisure facil¬ 
ities lined up for that because it is 
an important part of Kingston 
being a good place to live.” 

But Marilyn Mason, co-chair¬ 
woman of Kingston Environment 
Forum and secretary of Transi¬ 
tion Town Kingston, said: 
“Whereabouts? What are they 
going to knock down? There is a 
difference between a golf course 
and a wildlife park. 

“Something like Richmond 
Park on a smaller scale would be 
good, but it is difficult to know 
where it would be.” 

She added she would like to see 
wildlife, meadows or woodlands 
in the borough. 

Although Coun Davis was 


unable to say exactly where he 
was looking for a country park, 
he said: “Why can’t Kingston 
have open places like Richmond? 

“I don’t see why we can’t. We 
have just got to look for it.” 

One space that may be available 
is the Surbiton filter beds, after 
proposals to build a 92-berth ma¬ 
rina with 64 floating homes were 
rejected by the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate in March. 

Simon Tyrrell, from the Friends 
of Seething Wells group, said: “It 
certainly could [be an option], 

“I don’t know exactly what a 
country park means, but part of 
our plans are the recovery of the 
neglected heritage aspects of the 
filter beds and making sure 
there is a flourishing water area 
for wildlife. We would welcome 
any discussion of that sort of 
arrangement.”

Commuters may no longer have 
to make the leap of faith at Nor- 
biton station, with plans put for¬ 
ward to redesign both plaforms 
and eliminate the “Norbiton 
gap”. 

Network Rail and South West 
Trains will refurbish both sides 
of the station to reduce the gap 
between trains and platforms. 

Work will begin next year, with 
completion proposed for early 
2016. 

Campaigners claimed victory 
this week, though the operators 
had indicated nearly two years 
ago work would begin in 2015. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said: “It has felt like 
a significant shift. 

“Before, it has been promises. 
Now, we have got the work

happening and commitments. 

“I’d like to thank all the groups 
like One Norbiton, who’ve helped 
us pile on the pressure. We must 
all still monitor to make sure the 
investment happens on time.” 

Sam McCarthy, from the 


Network Rail South West Trains 
Alliance, said: “We have now 
begun work to design a solution 
to reduce the stepping gap and 
make it easier for passengers 
using Norbiton station. 

“This is a complex piece of 
work and we are therefore plan¬ 
ning for the improvements to be 
completed by early 2016.” 

The gulf between the train and 
the platform edge has proved 
dangerous for passengers. 

Kingston Hospital chief execu¬ 
tive Kate Grimes has long backed 
efforts to fix the gap. 

She said: “It’s important for our 
patients. I just hope we get it 
quickly. We will do anything we 
can to make sure it stays on 
track.” 

Labour’s parliamentary candi¬ 
date Lee Godfrey said: “The gap 
has caused inconvenience to 
local passengers for years. 

“But, in truth, this is not cur¬ 
rent news. South West Trains an¬ 
nounced this work back in 2012.” 



Hospital abuse 
figures shock 

Kingston Hospital staff suffered acci¬ 
dents and abuse from patients 356 times 
last year. 

Between April 2013 and March this 
year, 113 instances of abuse by patients 
were logged - including 53 physical 
assaults. 

There was also one instance of a staff- 
on-patient assault reported, and one of 
staff-on-staff. 

A hospital spokeswoman said both in¬ 
cidents were “very minor” and were 
dealt with internally, without police 
involvement. 

Incidents involving sharp instruments 
such as needles rose from 85 to 98, 
prompting a renewed safety drive and 
extra guidance for workers. 

Staff slipped, tripped or fell 40 times, 
according to the hospital’s 2013-14 health 
and safety report. 

A third of the falls occurred on wards. 

The report also said 784 security inci¬ 
dents were logged, including 36 thefts 
and 134 missing people. 


Assault charge denied 


A man has denied assaulting 
two women at a Kingston 
nightclub. 

Louis Sholti Bricusse, 22, 
from Twickenham, was 
charged with two counts of 
common assault against 
Sophie Ambridge and Rachel 


Ambridge. It is alleged to 
have happened at Mc- 
Clusky’s, in Thames Street, 
on February 16. 

Mr Bricusse was bailed to 
appear back at Wimbledon 
Magistrates’ Court for trial 
on November 3.

Syrian civil war forces trader to look at new business venture 

Time for a coffee at 
the Clocktower Cafe

An entrepreneur who lost his 
business to the Syrian civil war 
has staged a remarkable come¬ 
back, opening a new venture this 
week. 

Kassem al Naffakh was due to 
open the Clocktower Cafe in Sur¬ 
biton this week. 

The former public toilets, in 
Claremont Road, have been con¬ 
verted by Mr al Naffakh, who lost 
his water treatment business 
three years ago when the Syrian 
conflict broke out. 

Mr al Naffakh, 59, who lives in 
Surbiton, said: “My total market 
was in Syria. The Syrian market 
was very good and I had no time to 
expand the business as it was 
doing well.” 

The conflict, which has been 
raging since 2011, put a stop to the 
export of appliances, and unrest 
in nearby Egypt and Libya further 
complicated matters. 

Mr al Naffakh said his family 
persuaded him to change careers, 
and he began working to convert 
the block in June last year. 

Most of the work was finished in 



February, but difficulties, includ¬ 
ing rainwater leaking into the 
basement during the wet winter, 
meant completion was delayed. 

Mr al Naffakh said: “It took time 
for us to get the permission from 
the council. 

“We couldn’t really touch any¬ 
thing. It’s a good space, just next to 
the park and also Waitrose is next 
door, which is busy all the time. It 
just needs some final touches.” 

The cafe was due to open in the 
middle of this week, Mr al Naf¬ 
fakh said, serving Lebanese food 


alongside traditional cafe fare. 

The toilet block, closed in 2008, 
was declared surplus to require¬ 
ments by the council in 2011. 

Alison Persson, from the Sur¬ 
biton Business Community, said: 
“I think it’s good it is going to be 
used and become part of the com¬ 
munity. We always welcome new 
businesses.” 

Surbiton Councillor Malcolm 
Self said: “I will be pleased to see it 
open. I hope it is a success, and I 
would have thought it would be 
given its location.”

Having read the announce¬ 
ment that Coombe Hill School 
will be allowed to build addition¬ 
al classrooms, I hope both 
Kingston Council and the 
schools will take the opportunity 
to undo a heritage oversight that 
hearsay tells was perpetrated 
with the construction of the ju¬ 
nior school extension years ago. 

Local hearsay is that, when 
digging the foundations, the con¬ 
tractor exposed some well- 
formed, but clearly very old, 
brickwork. 

It is further said that the bricks 


appeared to be handmade and 
resembled those in the lower 
part of the wall at the top of 
Traps Lane, ie, of the Tudor 
period. 

Disastrously, it appears that 
due to cost and programme con¬ 
straints, no one wanted to tem¬ 
porarily delay the construction 
of the extension. 

Rather than the brickwork 
being exposed further and inves¬ 
tigated, it was decided - appar¬ 
ently with the sanction of the 
council at the time - that the 
bricks be concreted into the 
foundations of the new struc¬ 
ture. Concrete was poured 
and everyone ignored the old 


channels in the ground. 

These are not forgotten. 

Plans of the site available to 
the contractor and the council at 
the time indicate there was a 
known feeder to Wolsey’s 
Coombe Conduit under the 
school. 

As such it should have been 
clear that the exposed handmade 
brickwork could have been 
Tudor and the opportunity taken 
for it to be investigated and 
logged. 

Comparing plans indicates the 
site of the extension as being di¬ 
rectly over the feeder, as was the 
main school before that. 

We are now hopefully living in 


enlightened times and such dam¬ 
age to Tudor heritage, if it 
proves to be such, can no longer 
be tolerated. 

If the area of works involves 
exposing part of any remaining 
feeder then please, please can 
the previous actions be prevent¬ 
ed from being repeated. 

Please could due considera¬ 
tion, investigation and program¬ 
ming be given by all this time 
round, such that if there is 
Tudor heritage in the area be¬ 
neath the school, it is duly cata¬ 
logued and photographed, 
protected and preserved.

Young people in the south east 
are driven to succeed at an early 
age, with more than four in five 
young people aged 14-19 (86 
per cent) having given thought 
to their career options and the 
right steps to achieve the job 
they want. 

That's according to new 
research from the Association of 
Accounting Technicians (AAT) 
which found the careers advice 
students receive is not keeping 
pace with their demands, 
resulting in some misleading 
assumptions such as having to 
gain a degree to enter careers 
like accountancy. 

The survey commissioned by 
the AAT ahead of this year's A 
level and GCSE exam results 
found that 14-19 year olds in the 
south east are broadly 
optimistic about their prospects, 
with 82 per cent believing they 
are 'quite likely' or 'very likely' to 
enter their chosen career. 

However, almost half (48 per 
cent) said that formal careers 
advice has not been very 
influential in them reaching this 
decision, or that they've 
received no careers guidance at 
all. As a result, one in five (21 
per cent) of young people are 


taking their next 
career or education 
step purely 
because their 
parents told them 
to, and more than 
one in six (16 per 
cent) are just doing 
the same as their 
friends - risking 
talented 
youngsters 
'drifting' into a 
career they are not 
suited to. 

Encouragingly, 
young people in 
the south east are 
considering a wide 
range of options, 
with over a third 
(39 percent) having considered 
apprenticeships/traineeships 
and 28 per cent having looked at 
professional training. 

However, the most popular 
path remains AS and A Levels, 
with over two-thirds of young 
people having considered these 
as future options (68 per cent). 

The study indicates that the 
lack of careers advice could be 
having a detrimental effect on 
young people's choices, with 67 
per cent believing that you need 
a degree to enter the 


professional services industry - 
for example a job in accounting.

Avoid a disaster on home front 

Protect your property while you’re on holiday

New research reveals that many 
of us returning home from 
holiday may well come back to a 
domestic disaster. 

The research comes from AA 
Home Membership which found 
a quarter of those surveyed faced 
a problem back home. 

The most common problem 
was a water leak which struck 
almost a third of those who'd had 
a home emergency. That was 
followed by a boiler breakdown, 
burglary (15 per cent) and wasp 
nests (13 percent). Electrical 
faults (11 percent) and broken 
appliances (11 percent) also 
featured highly. 

As well as the misfortune of 
suffering one of these problems, 
the cost of repairing it isn't 
cheap. In fact, half of those who 
had a water leak paid over £100 
to fix it. An unlucky one in five 
had to fork out more than £1,000. 

Helen Brooker, head of AA 
Home Membership said: "It's 
really unlucky to have something 


go wrong when you're not around 
to put it right, or at least stop it 
from getting worse. 

"While a lot of these disasters 
are probably completely 
unexpected, there are a couple of 
things you can do to help 
prevent things going wrong. It's a 
good idea to turn off your water 
at the stopcock just in case a 
weak pipe joint or a washing 
machine valve decides to fail and 
soak your house while you're 
soaking up the sun. 

"If you have a friend or 
neighbour close by who you trust 
it's worth giving them a spare key 
so they can pop in from time to 
time to check on the house - and 
bring in the post and perhaps 
water your plants while they're 
there." 

To reduce the risk of a domestic 
disaster, nine out of ten 
holidaymakers check that 
windows and doors are locked 
before they go away. Almost 
three quarters turn off all 


electrical appliances and nearly 
four out of 10 switch the boiler 
off. 

But Mrs Brooker points out: 
"Only a fifth turns off their water 


at the stopcock before they go. 
That's probably why a water leak 
is the most likely - and possibly 
most costly - problem holiday¬ 
makers could return home to."

Mortgage approvals rise 


Data released today by the Bank 
of England showed that a total 
of 67,200 mortgages were 
approved in June, a marked 
increase after four consecutive 
months of decline. This 
represents a year-on-year 
increase in monthly mortgage 
approvals of 14.2 per cent. 

Despite this rise, the level 
remains below the seven year 
high recorded for January 2014. 

This could party be attributed 
to changes in the Funding for 
Lending Scheme that came in at 
the start of 2014. Funding for 
Lending was launched in July 
2012 with the aim to incentivise 
banks and building societies to 
increase the amount they lend 


to households and small 
businesses by rewarding them 
with interest rates that are 
cheaper than the market level. 
However, the scheme now 
focuses exclusively on 
businesses. 

Further, tighter eligibility 
criteria on mortgage lending, 
which stemmed from the 
Mortgage Market Review, took 
effect in April, with some 
lenders applying the changes 
earlier. This, in part, may have 
caused a bottleneck for 
mortgage applications. 

Further increases in approvals 
are expected throughout the 
rest of the year - albeit at a 
slower rate than 2013.
